A protested ball game has interrupted the Bay

deprived a run on an appeal play.
With runners on first and third and one out, the 

mnner on third tagged up and scored on a flyball to 
the outfield. The runner on first took off for second as 
the ball hit and failed to return to first base ahead of the 
relay.

On a double play involving this type of appeal play, 
a protest was raised by Coach Rube Navarre, claiming 
the runner from third scored before the appeal play 
was completed at first base, and the run should be al­ 
lowed.

Even if the protest is upheld, tt must also be deter­ 
mined whether the game is continued from the point 
of the protest (first inning), or is the game awarded to 
the protesting team fcr scoring the run in the first 
Inning!
